P uerto Rico now is the outpost of United S tates defenses in 
the C aribbean. 
Stretching betw een Florida and the east coast

From present 
indications we would not e x p e c t either side 
to be magnanimous as victor. Germany may 
crush England, or England and France may 
j rip Germany to pieces. 
It may he very long then before good will 
arises on either side.

EMMA AND DEMOCRACY 
The death of Emma Goldman in Toronto 
stirs many thoughts. It was a long time ago 
that she was considered so powerful a men­ 
ace to American democracy that she was 
First imprisoned and then deported to Russia. 
She was an anarchist, and she was impa­ 
tient of the slow processes of democracy. She 
always denied that she advocated violence, 
hut her name was linked with many violent 
attacks on the existing order from 1896 to 
1917. Her violent sjieech, at least, seemed to 
do more harm than good to the causes she 
championed. 
What were those cau ses’ She sought the 
end of social inequalities and economic ex­ 
ploitation. 
These 
aim s 
seem reasonable 
enough to most of us today, but a great deal 
depends on the method. 
Emma Goldman was bitterly disappointed 
by the Communist regim e in Russia. Unlike 
many American Communists today, she was 
smart enough to see that the political and 
governmental change there had been only 
from one tyranny to another, and to admit 
the fact. It has been said that in her later 
vears she longed to return to the United 
States to live. She w as allowed to make a 
speaking tour here a few years ago, but not 
to stay. 
Whether or not she ever realized it. or said 
so publicly, many of the social reforms her 
kind could not achieve by violence have been 
made effective by the more deliberate evolu- 
t ionarv processes of democracy. 


MORE AIR M AIL SERVICE 
The Postoffice Department, after a year’s 
trial, has recommended to Congress that 
“pick-up” airmail lietweon cities and autogiro 
service between metropolitan postoffices and 
airports he established on a remanent basis. 
The pick-up system will give air mail serv- 
ice to many communities that could not 
otherwise have it. The method is to drop a 
sack of mail and pick up another by flying 
low but not landing. Tho autogiro, being able 
to rise almost vertically into the air and to 
take off or land on very small areas, brings 
air service into the heart of a city without 
coming from the airport through 
heavy 
traffic. 
The autogiro lands on skyscraper 
roofs, if necessary. 
It may be that these or similar methods 
will eventually be applied to human travel 
as well as to mail.

THE BLOOD PRESSURE 


I oveheard two physicians talking about another 
physician who had gone to China to live. The phy­ 
sician in China had w ritten th at he had found that 
the blood pressure of the Chinese was much lower 
than among the people of the United S ta te r I felt 
like breaking into the conversation and telling these 
tw-o physicians that, the blood pressure of the Chin­ 
ese living in the United S tates hut who had been 
born in China was as high as that of U nited States 
people. 
F urther. United S tates iieople, a fter h u n g in 
China for a few- years, And that despite their in­ 
crease in age there has been no increase, often a 
decrease, in their blood pressure. 
W hat does this m ean? This means th at the m an­ 
ner of living in C hina—no hurry, acceptance of cir­ 
cum stances as they arise, no intense com petition— 
keeps the blood pressure from rising beyond nor­ 
mal limits 
Some interesting research work in hlood press­ 
ure by m em bers of the staff of the Institute for Psy­ 
choanalysis. Chicago, is recorded in their recent 
Five Year Report 
They tell us thai chronic emotional tensions 
intense am bition, aggressive com petitiveness, fears 
and uncertainties o f existence which a d as causa­ 
tive factors in those and other bodily disturbances 
- a re determ ined by the individuals circum stances 
or surroundings High hlood pressure m ight turn out 
to be the result of em otional conflicts in the indi­ 
vidual. produced by a civ ilization in which the high 
com petition arouses hostile impulses continually but 
w hich offers no outlet for these impulses, thus re­ 
quiring a great effort on the part of the individual 
to control them. 
A nother moat interesting finding recorded in the 
report it th a t among African negroes high blood 
pressure is found less often than am ong North 
Am erican negroes 
Now, none of us would w ant to change our civil­ 
ization for that of China. India, or Africa, but it 
can readily be seen how natives of these countries 
w ith their easy-going life, their willingnes> or abil­ 
ity to take things as they come without getting up- 
aet or w orried, keeps their blood pressure within 
norm al lim its so that heart, kidney, and other fatal 
diseases are less common. 
The lesson for us is not to lose our am bition or 
our com petitive spirit but to try to acquire some 
of the calm ness of spirit of the peoples of these 
o th er countries
